Version, margin). Thoro aro two iutei-prcta- 
tions and usages with reference to tho term 
between tho evenings; some (the Pharisees 
and modern Jews) think that it means tho 
time between S o'clock and sunset; others {tho 
Samaritans nnd Karasit«s! from sunset to tho 
end of twilight. 


Tho Blood (v. 7)_After killing tho lamb 


they wcro to sprinklo tho blood with hyssop 
upon tho door posts and on tho lintel—tho 
cross picco at tho top—of tho houses in which 
they wore to eat the passover. 


Tho Passover Meal (vs. S, 'JJ—Tlioy wero to 


eat tho ncsh iu tho night, roasted, and with 
unleavened broad, which they wero to use, 
becauso, on account of their haste, them was 
no timo to prepare leavened hrend, and per- 
haps because leaven was a symbol of unclean- 
ness and evil. Thoy woro also to take bitter 
herbs, which wero to remind thorn of their 
bitter bondage in Egypt.

Heady for tho Journey (vs. U, 12)—They 


wero to eat it prepared for their journoy. 
With their long mantles girded up so thiit 
they would not bo hindered in going, with 
their sandals, which tlio people wcro not 
accustomed to wear in tlio house, fastened to 
thoir feot, and their staves in their hands. 
Thoy wero to cat iu haste, ready to start at a 
moment's warning.

that it was the Lord's passover. Whilo the 
doWroyer would slay every first born oC the 
Egyptians, both of man and beast, ho would 
savo alive tho children of tho Israelites in 
every house where the blood of tho lamb 
appeared 0:1 tbo door posts. In this plague, 
through tho destruction of beasts it might 
well bo said that Jehovah would execute his 
judgments against all the gods of Egypt, 
since not a few animals received divine wor 
ship.
